The family of Louis Scala of this city, 
who left Chicago on a quest for gold in 
Alaska last May, are convinced that he 
ivas murdered. 
He was well provided 


with funds, purchased mining machin- 
ery and a steamer in Seattle and enlistej 
Jl men in the enterprise. Mrs. Scala 


she has strong reason to believe 


some one or more of the party killed 
him, 
took his money and equipment and 


started for the Yukon river g'old district, 
and that retribution overtook the party 
on the trip north, and nina of the 11 men 
were drowned during a storm. 


Mrs. Scala declares that the peculiar 


manner in which the news of. his death 
was sent home, and conflicting stories 
as to the manner in which he met his 
death, coupled with many other suspi- 
cious circumstances, make her certain 
her husband met with loul play. 


Mr. Scala, who for yean-s had been a 


building contractor in Chicago, at first 
Intended to take a trip around the world 
for his health, but changed his plans and 
decided to go to the Klondike, to de- 
velop a claim which he had purchased 
earlier in the year. Four days after 
leaving home he wrote to his wife that 
he had nearly $4000 in' cash with him, 
and would buy an outfit in Seattle and 
fit out an expedition to go up the Yukon 
river to his claim. 


On his arrival in Seattle, Mr. Scala 


bought the steamer Alpha and pur- 
chased machinery for the purpose of fa- 
ctlltotlnj; the work of digging gold. He 
formed a party of 12 men'for the inva- 
•ion of the gold district. 


The last letter Mr*. Scala received 


from her husband was written at St. 
Michaels, Aug. 3. In >t Mr. Scala said 
he Intended to leave for the Yukon val- 
ley In a few days, and that he was well 
and strong. Two days later an anony- 
mous letter waa mailed fom the same 
place to Mrs. Scala, which Imparted the 
Information that her husband was sick. 
Three days after the receipt of this Ut- 
ter Mrs. Scala received in the mail a 
strip of paper from St Mlchaeta which 
•imply read: "Your-husband is dead." 


As in the former letter, no signature 


was attached. Mrs. Scala would not be- 
lieve her husband waa dead. She wrote 
to those of the party whose name* she 
knew, but^ did not rec«lve a reply.

The sad news of the death of Plumer 


D. Norton, Esq., of Defiance, Ohio, 
reached this city on Monday, and was a 
shock to an innumerable host of friends 
among whom he spent his youthful 
days and as boy and man won esteem, 
and a high degree of personal liking.

recurring regret that his happy siifit- 
ence was so early in life brought to a 
close.
